"After the crash in 1929, my as- 


sociates and I who were on the di- 
rectorate of the State bank of St. 
Charles. Illinois, were faced with a 
situation similar to that of most of 
the banks of our size throughout 
the country. The industrial situa- 
tion in our little city was equally 
critical. After a survey of the situ- 
ation, we primed our local pump by 
placing nearly $500.000 in the bank 
to make it completely solvent. To 
aid our industries, the services of 
industrial engineers were secured. 


15 Industries 


"There were 15 diversified indus- 


tries manufacturing various pro- 
ducts . . . After analyzing their 
problems, financial and otherwise, 
we determined on a systematic and 
practical manner to give them re- 
lief: 


"1. Good management was en- 


couraged. 


"2. Efficient methods were intro- 


duced. 


"3. New products were brought 


out. 


"4. Financial credit was given to 


the full extent of the present bank- 
ing laws. 


"5. Outside private financial aid 


was given to some extent. 


"One outstanding example 
is 


with one of these industries which 
formerly produced flat irons, then 
changed to wrought iron smoking 
stands, and finally to modern fur- 
niture. 


"This industry was operating in 


five small units. It was consolidated 
into one unit. Its profits in the 
meantime increased considerably 
and its payroll was nearly tripled. 
Without adequate help this partic- 
ular manufacturing plant 
would 


have had to curtail its production 
and cut its force from 350 to 150. 
Because 
of 
financial 
assistance, 


technical advice and good manage- 
ment, its payroll now runs around 
750 employes. 


Employment Increase 


"The results of the 
assistance 


thus rendered were as follows: 


"1. By 1934 to 1935, St. Charles' 


industrial 
employment increased 


150 per cent over 1932. 


"2. By 193G U> 1937, industrial em- 


ployment increased 400 per cent 
over 1932 and 150 per cent over 
1929. 


"3. The population increased "rom 


5,500 to 7,500. 


"4. Post-office receipts increased 


approximately 150 per cent over 
those of 1929. A new postoffice was 
built in 1935. The plans and alloca- 
tion had to be changed because of 
the increase in business. A treasury 
official stated at the time that St. 
Charles post office receipts showed 
the largest increase per capita of 
any city in the United States. 


"5. About 800 employes from oth- 


er cities were employed in St. 
Charles industries last year. St. 
Charles had tecnnically had more 
than taken, care of its unemploy- 
ment problem. 


"6. The Better Business bureau 


some three months ago rated St. 
Charles in first place of all cities in 
Illinois on purchasing 
poxver per 


capita. 


"7. The .city treasury has a large 


surplus of cash. 


"8. The most modern sewage dis- 


posal plant in America has been 
built and paid for in cash out of 
city funds. 


"9. The electric power demand 


is equal to the average city of 17.- 
500 population. The city owns its 
own power facilities. The rates are 
as low for industrial uses as anv in 
the United States.

Never Popular To Make 
The Necessary Changes 


Mr. Roosevelt is stumped for the 


same reason that Mr. Hoover was 
stumped. 
The things that would 


have to be done' are all of them 
things that it is politically too dan- 
gerous to monkey with. For a de- 
pression means that prices, wages 
and fixed charges are maladjusted, 
and curing the maladjustment in- 
volves making important changes 
in prices, wages and fixed charges. 
But it is never popular to make 
these changes. In fact, it is very 
painful. The business men do not 
like to change their prices, if they 
ought to be reduced. The workers 
do not like to change their wage, 
rates, if they ought to be reduced. 
The capitalists do not like 
to 


change their incomes, if they have 
to be reduced. 


Mr. Hoover wanted to keep prices 


up, wage rates up, and to prevent 


the one reason the afore-mentioned 
bank was able to become solvent 
was due to the fact that one large 
corporation (an eastern oil com- 
pany) continued to pay dividends 
out of surplus which had been ac- 
cumulating over a period of years." 
He adds: 


"As a direct result of this for- 


tunate circumstance, five small in- 
dustries were aided into continuing 
their payrolls. Indirectly the result 
was far-reaching because the mer- 
chants were benefitted by the pay- 
rolls thus kept intact, to say noth- 
ing of the depositors' money which 
was saved. Two of the industries in 
the city were 
likewise 
aided 


through relatives of their manage- 
ment who were able to pledge se- 
curities of other large corporations 
for loans with the Federal Reserve 
bank and a large Chicago bank." 


Need Small Loans 


Mr. Norris told the president that 


the moral of this tale was the need 
for small loans to industries and 
that what was good fortune in this 
instance was by no means matched 
by such good luck elsewhere be- 
cause the help from the dividends 
of a large corporation through a 
single family interest was prob- 
abily not available elsewhere. He 
believes therefore in small loans to 
industry along the lines of the in- 
surance plan in the housing 
law. 


His conclusions are: 


"There is unlimited talent in our 


small industries 
to produce new 


products. Proper capital facilities 
for small industry are not open 
from private sources today. Our 
college students must be absorbed 
in small industry as well as large 
industry. 
Small 
industry is the 


life-blood of hundreds of commun- 
ities in the United States. Cash is 
available in banks 
through 
in- 


sured loans for industry; the de- 
positors can be safeguarded and 
the government not add to its in- 
debtedness. The housing program 
would be stimulated and present 
FHA loans on homes made more se- 
cure; and the beneficial results to 
all industry would be manifold."

The 1937 Armaments Yearbook is out 


with its 1100 pages devoted, to a state- 
ment of the armies, navies, munitions, 
artillery, tanks, 
airplanes, 
submarines 


and soldiery of the world in its "race 
toward grave and unknown dangers." 


Putting aside pending conflicts in Spain 


and China it is still found that the per- 
manent military establishments of the 
world now exceed by 2,500,000 men the 
same establishments just before the be- 
ginning of the World war. 


Wars, and the preparations for war, 


mean money. In fact there is no more 
costly diversion to which human flesh is 
heir than battle maneuvers. 


Upon a gold basis we find the world 


spending over 7 billion dollars this year 
just to get ready,—but ready for what no 
one exactly knows. Again the cost has 
soared over the years just preceding the 
great war. 


And Europe, next to Australia the 


smallest continent, is the world's most 
extravagant spender in this regard, rid- 
ding herself of nearly 
twice as much 


money as the entire rest of the world com- 
bined. 


Although there are 6-1 countries in the 


world of sufficient importance to have a 
military establishment of some sort it will 
be found that but seven of them account 
for over 76 per cent of the world's total 
expenditure, even a higher percentage of 
the total than the same seven spent be- 
fore the World war, indicating, one is led 
to believe, that the seven are more des- 
perate than ever to maintain their re- 
spective positions of power 
and 
their 


spheres of influence. 


It is noticeable from these facts that 


the major blame for warlike conditions 
may be laid at the doors of the great na- 
tions—the big seven. 


The Armament Yearbook does not ov- 


erstate or enlarge upon the true situa- 
tion. 
In fact it understates. 
It admits 


that information is lacking regarding the 
present state of the air forces of most 
of the greater powers because secrecy is 
believed to be an advantage. Germany 
is particularly careful with the informa- 
tion it gives'out. It will supply no in- 
formation at all concerning certain im- 
portant factors. Russia, on the other hand, 
is somewhat talkative with its figures as 
though it could frighten an enemy with 
figures. 


Just to make the grim and ghastly joke 


complete why should we not

upon every gun the motto of the last war, 
"This shall not happen again."

A small box in a sunny window 


will give the seeds of a few favor- 
ite varieties of flowers or vege- 
tables several weeks' head-start this 
spring. 


If you have no cold frame or hot- 


bed, yet do not want to be limited 
to the selection of plants usually in 
the market, the seed box offers a 
way to grow your own. 


The name "flat" is usually ap- 


plied to the seed box. It may be of 
any convenient size, from a dear 
box to the standard florist's flat, 
which is usually 14 by 20 inches. 4 
inches deep. 
Holes may be bored 


in the bottom of the box to assist 
drainage, though this is not neces- 
sary. If they arc bored pieces of 
broken 
crockery laid over them 


will prevent the dirt leaking, and 
allow water to escape. The boxes, 
are not watertight! and excess wa- 
ter has no difficulty in escaping 
through the cracks. A cigar box 
should be reinforced by wire to 
keep it from falling apart. 


Flats may be made from 
any 


wood; sawing a soap box in two is 
an easy way. 
To last for years, 


knock down flats of cypress may 
be obtained. 


Soil used in a seed box should al- 


ways be put through a sieve. The 
coarse soil may be used in th° bot- 
tom, the fine on top. Florists' pot- 
ting soil is the best, cr a fine gar- 
den loam, about naif sand.

Conserve Moisture Until Plantlcts 
Come Up. 


Seed may bo broadcast one va- 


riety to a flat; or sown in rows, 
which allows several varieties to 
be grown in the same box, each 
row being labeled. The broadcast 
method has home advantage with 
tiny seeds like petun:as. 
- Seeds which are broadcast arc 
usually less crowded than those in 
rows. If you sow in rows, use the 
'.edge of a ruler to make shallow in- 
dentations in.the soil: sow thinly, 
•cover lightly, and firm the soil with 
a block of wood. 
-• By lowering the box in a tub of 
.water, the soil may now be thor- 
oughly soaked without danger of 
washing to seeds from their places. 
A wet blanket of newspaper may 
be placed over the soil to keep it 
from drying, and the box set in a 
warm, dark place until the seeds 
sprout. 


Immediately sprouts appear re- 


move this blanket, and place the 
box in the- sunniest window you 
own. A kitchen window is good, 
because humidity is always creator 
there. 
If a pane of glass is kept 


over the box at night, moisture will 
be conserved; but always lift an 
edge of this cover during the day, 
for ventilation; wipe off moisture 
which condenses on it. and remove 
it entirely when the plants grow 
-high enough to touch it. 


Watering must be thorough; soak 


the soil 
whenever it grows dry; 


and do this without washing the 
• soil. 


Seed boxes handled this way sel- 


dom 
suffer 
from "damping off," 


which is a fungous disease that 
kills little plants. But if you do 
have this trouble, then disinfectants 
can be obtained which will minim- 
ize it. 


As soon as 
th<> seedlings have 


made their second pair of leaves 
they should be transplanted, either 
to small pots or to other flats. This 
procedure is called "pricking out." 
In transplanting to flats it is cus- 
tomary to mark off the surface in 
2 inch squares and to set a plant at 
each intersection. 


Being constantly under observa- 


tion the seed box enables the ama- i 
tcur to learn at first hand the way 
seedlings grow, and the conditions 
which encourage healthy progress. 
The temperature of the home is 
usually satisfactory to the flants. 
provided it is not too hot. A day 
temperature not over 70 degrees 
and a night temperature not below 
55 decrees is satisfactory for most 
subjects. 
Watering must be done 


carefully at all stages, being care- 
ful to let excess water drain away, 
and not to allow the soil to become 
drv.
